ARE WE LAZY MENTALLY? 


Why is it that so many people have such a strong 
tendency to let somebody else do their thinking for 
them; Is it because so many of us are mentally lazy? 
Or is it because the complexities of today are so numer- 
ous that the mind of the average person is baffled when 
an attempt is made to figure out and form conclusions 
on any of the most pressing problems of our day. 


One of the factors that enters into modern life is the 
deplorable control that financial interests exercise over 
nearly all daily papers. An inevitable result of this con- 
trol is that daily papers are used to gain political con- 
trol. They do this by helping to boost tools of big busi- 
ness who are candidates for key offices, and to knock 
honest candidates who are not controlled by them. 
When voters fall for this kind of publicity, as a majority 
frequently do, big business wins its objectives by getting 
elected officials who will do the bidding of the unseen 
rulers in the background. The result is bad laws for the 
people generally every time special interests get special 
legislation that grants them special privileges. 

All voters should strive to understand what they are 
voting for and who they are electing to office. As a rule 
the candidates for public office who are boosted the 
most by our daily press are the very ones who will go

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NLRB OUTLAWS 
BOSS LOCKOUT 


Chicago (LPA)—An employers’ association can’t pull a 
mass lockout against a union just because one or two member 
firms are struck. Not even under the Taft-Hartley Act. 

That’s the way the National Labor Relations Board ruled 
in a case involving 35 wholesale liquor houses here and the 


Distillery, Rectifying & Wine 


Workers International Union, 


AFL. The union represents the wholesalers’ salesmen. 


According to the board, here’s 
what happened: ; 

For three months in 1949 the 
union negotiated with a commit- 
tee representing all the employers 
but no new contract could be ob- 
tained. Then the union tried to 
negotiate with individual employ- 
ers, but ‘no contracts resulted. Fi- 
nally the union struck the Old 
Rose Distributing Co., which had 
60 salesmen. The 35 employers, 
Old Rose included, retaliated by 
firing all 700 of their salesmen. 
STRIKE ONE, ALL? 

In a form letter discharging the 
workers, the companies said, in 
part: “Since the salesmen of your 
union walked out on one of these 
houses, it is our opinion that you 
have decided to strike every whole- 
saler who has been a party to the 
industry-wide negotiations.” 

No such thing, decided the 
NLRB, which ordered the com- 
panies to reimburse the salesmen 
for lost wages and commissions. 
They were out of work from April 
8 until May 1 when a new contract 
was agreed to.

The NLRB majority said: 
“In our opinion, the act does not

most damaging monopoly in America today. . . . The trend 
that way is increasing steadily, has come to its logical climax 
in our own city and seems almost certain to prevail every- 


where, in the end. ~ 

All daily newspaper © headlines 
published in San Diego come, day 
in and day out, from a single 
source. 


In all but a few cities of the 
United States today—and those 
few decrease in-total every year— 
the daily headline output is a mo- 
nopoly. . . . Only a rich man can 
acquire such a monopoly—and only 
an extremely rich man can even 
attempt to break up such a mo- 
nopoly. Rich men control head- 
lines. Headlines, repeated, ham- 
mer strange distortions into public 
opinion, 

It is not wrong to be rich, of 
course, and most of us would favor 
becoming rich as quickly as pos- 
sible. . .. But the opinions of rich, 
comfortable, secure men are very 
seldom a reliable guide to the way 
the average man—insecure, work- 
ing for wages—ought-to believe or 
to vote, Rich men’s opinions can 
be just as mistaken as other men’s, 
and their daily bias is very apt to 
be against the real interest of men 
and women who depend on wages. 

Labor is always victimized by 
the headline monopoly. 

Here’s one of 1000 local exam- 
ples: “Labor Disputes Cramp Na- 
tion’s Industrial Arm,” a Union- 
Trib headline tells the town... . 
Perhaps you recognize a familiar 
wartime device—the headline as- 
sertion, repeated and repeated and 


repeated, that. union labor’s unpa- 
triotic greed for wages was 
“cramping” the nation’s wartime 
production effort. 

Never at any time, we can assert 
flatly, did the facts under the head- 
line warrant such a charge—but 
who read the facts? 

Everybody and his brother read 
the headlines, though. 

Under the headline just quoted, 
the Associated Press figures re- 
ported a total of 90,000 workers 


idle in all disputes of all kinds on | 2PPliance, 


Sept. 1. ... And on that day the 
Department of Commerce released 
figures (also published by the AP) 
to shew that 62,367,000 Americans 
were at work—an all-time high in 
our industrial history. 


Fewer workmen were idled by 
labor trouble that day (even sup- 
posing that labor trouble is always 
labor’s fault) than were idled by 
common colds. 


Far from “cramping” the na- 
tion’s industrial arm, the total was 
about the equivalent of a pimple 
on your biceps, 

In short, the headline lied. 

But that headline, and the thou- 
sands like it, hammer public opin- 
ion steadily into the shape of that 
lie..... . That is a rich man’s lie, 
governed by a rich man’s bias, pro- 
moted by a rich man’s monopoly. 
The headline is the greatest single 
weapon of labor’s foes.
